JAPANESE SCREENS - THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART COLLECTION 

The J. H. Wade Fund has made it, possible for The Cleveland Museum of Art 
to acquire a Japanese two fold screen BAMBOO IN FINE WEATHER AFTER RAIN 
done by Ike-No-Taiga, the most significant representative of the 18th century 
LITERARY MEN’S SCHOOL. This beautiful screen has been included in the 
collection of Japanese screens now on exhibition at the Museum. Ranging in date 
from the 16th to the 19th centuries these screens illustrate the wide scope of the 
Japanese decorative genius. 

In screen design various styles stand out as typical and mark different phases 
of Japanese art and civilization. Styles to be seen in the Museum collection are the 
great landscape screens in monochrome - severe and reticent - showing great vistas 
of mountain and stream embodying the ideals of the Ashikaga period of the 16th century. 
Examples of this period are WINTER LANDSCAPE and SUMMER LANDSCAPE loaned 
by Severance A. Millikin, Another rare landscape screen from another period is 
THE THREE LAUGHERS OF TIGER VALLEY attributed to Kano Hideyori. It is a 
six fold screen of great beauty and is the gift of Mrs. R. Henry Norweb. Also shown 
are the more familiar colored paintings on a gold ground. Subjects range from birds 
and flowers to figure compositions. 

In designing these screens the artist has planned so that each panel in itself 
forms a well balanced composition. If he is a master of screen design he has ensured 
that however the screen is seen, with whatever panels are open or closed, the result 
is a happy combination. It is this charm of variety which is the most striking 
characteristic of the Japanese screens seen in this collection. 

Shown with the screens is a small elegant collection of Japanese porcelain 
also loaned for this occasion by Mr. and Mrs. Severance A. Millikin. Golden acacia 
trees loaned by Mr. and Mrs. James D. Ireland flank the entrance to the galleries.
